Participants gain new knowledge of Indiana’s plants,
wildlife, geology, and geography, meet other Hoosiers
with similar interests, and make connections with local
natural resource people and places.

You are welcome to participate in this course solely to
expand your own knowledge and appreciation of
Indiana’s natural resources.

However, we encourage you to take it one step further
and become officially certified as an Indiana Master
Naturalist. To achieve this certification, you must:

» Attend and participate in atleast 9 of the 11 classes.

» Complete a minimum of 33 hours volunteer work with a
local/state naturalresourcesagency, orconservation-
oriented non-profit organization, within one year of
course completion.

Individuals who achieve the certification receive a
Certificate of Completion, Indiana Master Naturalist Pin,
and a one-year subscription to the Indiana Master
Naturalist Newsletter.
